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EX-CAPTAIN CARTER’S LAST CIRCULAR 
REVIEWED. 


What may eonfidently be expected to be proved by a 
criminal prosecuti on of the author of it a libel on Mr. 
McKinley’s + jlo General has been recently pub- 
lished in Washington, Chicago, Kansas and elsewhere. 
It charges Mr. Griggs with recommending to the Presi- 
dent that a man whom the Attorney General “knew 
positively” to be innocent should be sent to the peni- 
tentiary. The vigor of the denunciation is made pic- 
turesque by its italics and lapses from conventional 
grammar. ‘There is not a scrap of evidence, even in 
the remotest way,” so runs the accusation, ‘‘suggesting 
that Captain Carter got any portion of the $575,000 
above mentioned. Indeed, the Attorney General, when 
be made his adverse report, knew positively, outside 
of the record, that Carter did not receive any portion 
thereof.” Further on is the question: “Why should 
Westcott commit this perjury?’ further on still it is 
declared to be essential to Warter’s case to believe that 
“no staff department in the Army” is honest, but the 
hope is encouraged that “no staff department is power- 
ful enough .to keep the truth hid much longer,” which 
“ruth” will “‘finally come out.” When it does “‘finall 
come out, its light will smite more than one person wit 
blindness.” When will this be? When Wescott “shall 
be confronted by Captain Carter in a court to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the American people.” — - 
These statements bear the signature in advertising 
eapitus, “Frank P. Blair.” At another point in this 
“pamphlet” the judge-advocate of the Carter court-mar- 
tial is charged with having been therein ‘untruthful and 
yindictive.” These adjectives are applied not to the 
prosecutor’s arguments or acts during trial, but merely 
to his “attitude.” This hazy “attitude” it was that 
“larcely brought about” conviction. We are asked to ac- 
cept the uncorroborated statement of a paid attorney as 
proof that .the. Attorney General, judge-advocate, staff 
department and Westcott are engaged in a conspiracy 
to violate their respective oaths and commit perjury in 
order to keep a convict in prison. Evert 
This pamphlet is addressed to every “American” who 
believes in ‘fair play.”” Being thus addressed, no copy 
of it was sent to any one in the War Department o1 
to any editor of any ‘‘Army and Navy” periodical. No 
copy was sent, so far as we know, to any one whu had 
the means to cross-examine its contents or give them 
fair play, or who was incapable of being persuaded to 
join in a popular clamor to get through the asserted 
weakness of Mr. McKinley what unharassed judgment 
should refuse. It is a public confession by “Captain 
Carter that the executive and judicial authorities whom 
Americans have selected as the truest and best judges 
of this nation in performing their duty to protect the 
country against criminals past and future must insist 
that the embezzler shall serve out his exemplary sentence 
to the full. 

I write in defense of Army court-martials from the 
standpoint of an attorney who, with clients suing for 
pay withheld by court-martial, has usually more reason 
to wish to assail them. But I feel that such attacks 
as these only prejudice courts into impatiently going 
too far in sustaining an occasional sentence that a more 
patient examination would show to be void. With the 
trepidation with which one watches a bull in a china 
shop I have regarded the tentative meanderings ot * the 
Carter ease,” fearing that the wild, barren pretensions 
would goad the civil judges who have listened to them 
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into uttering dicta that might embarrass the rendering 
of a just judgment. 

Carter .was. not wrongly convicted, Mr. Blair in- 
— says, unless these assertions of the pamphlet 


are $ 

1. “‘The conviction was the fault of the system, now 
long ‘since abandoned by all other civilized nations, 
whereby the prosecut Officer is the legal adviser oi 
the court.” As there no such system in America 
the “conviction” was not “faulty.” The 1900 edition ot 
the Army Regulations, p. art. 84, shows that each 
member of Carter’s court swore to be driven by no 
one’s advice but his own. The meaning of the quoted 
assertion is, of course, that the judge advocate’s advice 
is mandatory upon the court, The attorney for the de- 
fense is as much the “legal adviser” of any court in 
America as is the prosecutor. Both have the right to 
lay their arguments or “advice” before the court, and 
that the advice of the peiarmevecate is not to be fol- 
lowed by a court-martial exempt from the criticism and 

ualifications of counsel for the defense, is proved b 
the requirement that the judge-advocate must aot spea 
to the court except in the presence of the defendant (Par. 
921, A. R.). 

2. A “court-martial is peculiarly unfit to try con- 
spiracy,” which is ‘“‘not a military crime.” ‘Lae Congress 
which “Americans” have designated to decide fhis 
have declared the contrary. A court-martial is at least 
as intelligent as a petit jury, and the Attorney Genera) 
and the President of the United States are as inte:ngent 
as civil Judges. All of the advantages of a jury trial 
were Carter's, with the added advantage of immunity 
from future trial if the sentence was set aside for error. 

Another confession that this pamphlet is really ad- 
dressed only to the ignorant and the unreflecting ia 
found in the sonorous protest at “the appalling numbe 
of specifications—thirty-seven”—on which Carter was 
arraigned. As that sounds well it should excite indig- 
nation in the thoughtless. But what better method is 
offered? Summon a new court to try each specitication? 
Or avoid charging all the crime supposed to have been 
committed lest their mere number may “appal?” If 
an accused is generally innocent it is an advantage tu 
him to be showered upon with many groundless charges; 
his judges, disgusted with the attempt to malign him, 
will refuse to entertain seriously even the well-founded 
specifications. To tell only part of the truth is unfair 
either to this nation or its alleged assailant. It was 
Carter who objected to the whole truth; “a mass oi 
irrelevant testimony,” says nis attovney’s pamphlet, 
was, for various “specious reasons,” preseated by the 
judge-advocate, who “induced the court” to admit it. 
Its competence and truth are not denied; it was “calcu- 
lated to arouse the suspicions of the members.” If 
these facts can co-exist with the further fact that such 
testimony is “irrelevant,” “every American who believes 
in fair play” is invited to trust that Carter was inno- 
cent and to base his faith on the ground that com- 
petent evidence “calculated to induce” a verdict of 
guilty is ‘‘irrelevant.” 

The pamphlet closes with a final demonstration that it 
is addressed only to the unreasoning and the clamorous. 
Certain “testimony given before the Court of Inquiry,” 
the “strongest given in favor of Carter,” is “suppressed.” 
The guilty, criminal “War Department has refused a 
copy.” The department for administering war, not uni- 
versal justice, has primarily the duty of protecting the 
United States against, for one thing, the giving up of 
information that conld be used by the enemy. Courts 
of inquiry are for the benefit ‘‘only of the officer con- 
vening the court” (Navy Reg., Par. 1797); if the proceed- 
ings were habitually or generally divulged the mere

MAJOR BATSON ON NATIVE TROOPS. 


Asked by a Manila “Times” reporter recently whether 
native troops in the American service would prove a 
success, Major Matthew A. Batson, commanding the 
Macabebes, said: “One regiment of natives can do 
more work and give less trouble than two regiments of 
white men. They can do more work because they are 
inured to the climate; they know the country and its 
conditions and they can endure fatigue better. . They 
will give less trouble because their requirements for 
subsistence are small; they are thoroughly amenable to 
discipline under white officers, their vices are few, and 
such as they are are not troublesome ones.” Major Bat- 
son said that the Spanish failures with native the 
were due to their tactlessness and overbearance. t 
handled with firmness and tact the respect and loyalty 
of native soldiers can be won and retained. The Span- 
iards organized native regiments in the wrong way. 
This is Major Batson’s idea of the best way to organize 
a model native regiment: “It should be cavalry, and 
should consist of, say, one squadron of Macabebes, one 
squadron from the Province of Pampanga, but not to 
be Macabebes, and one squadron from outside Pam- 
panga, to consist of different tribes; for instance, one 
troop of Llocanos, one troop of Visayans, one troop of 
Tagalogs and another troop vf Camarinians. In this 
manner there would be no possibility of a revolt in the 
regiment, for the rivalries of the different tribes would 
render any concerted action out of the question. Their 
officers (Americans) should be carefully chosen and com- 
pelled to acquire knowledge of the native tongue. Their 
religion and customs should be respected. Naturally 
Major Batson approves of the plan of organizing a 
native fighting force to meet the emergency presented 
by continued hostility. 











The name of the father-in-law of Surg. Charles B.

MR. McKINLEY AS PRESIDENT. 


We are glad to find in the “Atlantic Monthly” for 
March so just and discriminating a defense of President 
McKinley and his Administration as that contained in 
the article of Henry B. F. Macfarland on “McKinley 
as President.” It is especially well adapted to the 
latitude of Massachusetts, where there is always so 
strong a tendency to hypercriticism. Mr. Macfarland 
presents a striking contrast between a President like 
McKinley whose long experience as a member of Con- 
gress has taught him how to work with and influence 
the legislative body, and one who wins undiscriminating 
applause by a truculent defiance of the body without 
whose support and approval no Administration can be 
successful. It is strange, aS Mr. Macfarland shows, 
that “even if such a President actually fails to accom- 
plish, perhaps because-of a bellicose and blustering 
manner, any real, substantial success in the way of 
legislation or diplomatic negotiations; even if he -is 
destructive tather than constructive, and leaves. the 
country and his party worse off than when he became 
President, he may remain the hero indefinitely to many 
people.” 

According to the theory of Mr. McKinley, “Congress 
ought not to dominate the President, the President ought 
not to dominate Congress, but they should co-operate 
as far as practicable for the good of the country.” The 
present President understands the point of view of Con- 
gress and knows how to reconcile it with his own, havy- 
ing had more experience in Congress than any other 
President except Garfield. “It is admitted that no 
other President bas had so many personal friends and 
admirers in Oongress; and there can be no greater 
tribute to Mr. McKinley, for no one knows him better 
than these. men.’ 

In point of efficiency, as Mr. Mactattent holds, Presi- 
dent McKinley has no-superior in his predecessors, and 
this is largely because he has treated Congress as he 
wanted Congress to treat him. It is also, however, be- 
cause Congress believed in him. In his strictly execu- 
tive work President McKinley has, we are told, “shown 
administrative ability of the first order. This has ap- 
peared not only in his management of great affairs, 
but.in what might be called the routine business of 
his office.” He has also been more successful in the 
performance of the social functions of his office, formal 
and informal, than even President Arthur. 

The idea that the President is dominated by other men, 
especially by Senator Hanna, is characterized as an 
“astounding delusion.” Newspaper cartoons, which now 
have more influence than newspaper editorials, are 
largely responsible for the strange belief “that Mr. 
McKinley is a yielding and unstable person, without 
convictions, or even opinions, that cannot be changed 
at the command of a stronger man.” It is impossible 
to believe that the man who has done what Mr. Me- 
Kinley has done could be under the domination of any 
other man. He has had his own way more than most 
party leaders, more than most of his predecessors in the 
White House. But he has had it in his own way. 
“Always tactful, serene, patient, modest in manner, 
never sounding a trumpet of announcement or indulg- 
ing in noisy threatenings or complaining recriminations, 
he has not had credit for his courage, persistence and 
determination. He has cared more for real success 
than for making people think that he would have it or 
had won it.” All will not agree with the conclusions 
of this article, but it is pleasant to find so favorable 
a presentation of the character and administration of 
the man who is to be for another four years Commander- 
-in-Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States. 
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ADMIRAL SAMISON ON. WARRANT OFFICERS. 

It is unfortunate that the opinion of Admiral Samp- 
son. concerning the question of giving commissioned 
rank to warrant officers of the Navy should not wholly 
agree with that of the Secretary, but he is clearly en- 
titled to his opinion and is justified in expressing it 
whenever he finds that the occasion calls for it and the 
good of the Service in his judgment requires it. For 
Senator Allen to call him a “conceited ass,” a “rank 
and arrant coward” goes even beyond the latitude of 
language permissible to a Senator wh» is protected by 
the Constitution against being called to account for 
anything he may say, however false and slanderous 
that may be. The bombastic statement that the speaker 
holds himself responsible for what is enid deceives no 
one, for it is obvious that an officer has no protection 
against such an assault except in the dignity and self 
respect which should belong to the character of a Sen- 
ator, and the attack is in the nature of one upon a 
man who is bound and gagged. Nothing can excuse 
such language, and it recoils upon the author. 

It is in order for some wise newspaper to suggest 


‘that Admiral Sampson should ask for a court of inquiry 


to determine the facts. Gunner Morgan, concerning 
whom Admiral Sampson wrote, has taken occasion to 
call on the Admiral to express his entire confidence in 
the good will of the officer under whom he served with 
such distinction as to suggest his promotion. The mis- 
chief of what the Admiral said is rather in his manner 
of saying it than in the opinion expressed. As 
one of the papers has shown, it is precisely in the-line 
of the opinion held by Paul Jones in the early days of 


-our Navy, and one entertained in substance by many 


others in and out of the Navy. The question is whether 
a candidate for promotion is in other respects than 
technical knowledge fitted to represent his country afloat 
and ashore in the mixed naval and diplomatic functions 
pertaining to the career of an officer of our Navy. That 
is a question of fact in each case, and no spread-eagleism, 
in or out of Congress, can affect it.

In view of the above magnificent record of recruiting 
for the JU. S. Army and Volunteers from July 10 to 
about Oct. 25, 1899, a very short period of about 13 
weeks only, the War Department need have no fear as 
to the successful results in the recruitment for the addi- 
tional men required for military service under the new 
act of Congress for the increase of the Army to 100,000 
strong. 

This record is a sufficient comment on the statement 
so recently made in the lower House of Congress by 
Mr. Hepburn of Icwa that there is solicitude lest we 
may not be able to fill the ranks of the Regular Army: 
“Because ‘the boys’ will not serve under men who are 
reared at the expense of the Government, and supposed 
to be fitted for the discharge of their duties, in this 
unwholesome and damnable atmosphere of tyranny in 
our national schools.” Now that the Volunteers are 
out of the way all the enlistments will be for the 
Regulars. 

The following is a summary of the enlistments for the 
line of the Army during the month of January, 1901: 
Enlistments for General Recruiting Service, 2,430. En- 
listments in cities, 2,117; enlistments at military posts 
and in the field, 313. Total, 2,430. 





It has been definitely announced at the War Depart- 
ment that during the coming spring General MacArthur 
will be relieved from the command of the Division of 
the Philippines.

Among those mentioned in this con+ 
nection are Generals Wade and Ludlow, both of whom 
are now under orders to proceed to Manila, but we are 
reliably informed that Colonel Wint will be the senior 
in China. General Wade will undoubtedly be made 4 
major general in the near future. 








It has been asserted on more than one occasion and 
official notice has this session been taken of the rumor 
by certain representatives in Congress that the War 
Department is engaged, or has been engaged, in the 
sending of women to the Philippine Islands for immoral 
purposes. We are authorized by the War Department to 
say that it is not true that the military authorities at 
Manila or elsewhere have ever imported, encouraged, or 
permitted the introduction of courtesans to the island. 
On the contrary, they uave invariably refused to permit 
such women to land whenever they have come in vessels 
over which the authorities had any control, and in hua- 
dreds of cases have sent them back to the ports from 
which they embarked. It is not true that the authorities 
at Manila have !icensed houses occupied by such women, 
have protected them, or in any way encouraged them. 
A dispatch from the Philippine Commission shows that 
as a sanitary precaution women of known evil life were 
subjected to examination and confinement, when found 
diseased, in special hospitals. This Was purely an Army 
police measure, and the result was mest satisfactory.

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FIFTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 

The Senate on Feb. 23 passed S. 4176, appropriating 
$5,000 to mark and preserve the burial place of Gen. 
Daniel Morgan, at Winchester, Va. Also S. R. 152, 
appropriating $100,000 as a part contribution to the 
monument to the prison-ship martyrs at Fort Greene, 
Brooklyn, N. V. This sum is to be payable to the 
Martyrs’ Monument Association when an additional 
$100,000 shall have been raised by a 9 el 
tions and by appropriations by the New Yor tate 
legislature, , om which sources many thousands of 
dollars have already been collected. The plans for the 
monument, it is provided, are to be approved by the 
Secretary of War and the governor of the State of New 
York, and they are to supervise ex nditures. The pre- 
amble of the resolution recalls the fact that nearly 
twenty thousand patriot soldiers and sailors of the 
colonial forces in the war of the Kevolution perish 
upon the English prison ships in New York Harbor 
from neglect, privation, and disease incident to their 
imprisonment, as many as eleven thousand having died 
upon a single hulk, The remains were buried in trench- 
es on the Long Island shore, where the tide soon swept 
the bones of hundreds into the sea, strewing the shore 
for miles with human bones.

The Senate has passed a bill granting a pension of

The Senate has agreed to the amendménts to the forti- 
fications bill enabling the Secretary of War to purchase 
the patents covering the Isham high explosive shell 
and the exclusive right to the use of the explosive 
thorite; and providing for a test at Sandy Hook between 
the Army 12-inch rifle and the Gathmann torpedo gun. 

A preliminary report by the conference committee of 
the two Houses of Congress on the Naval appropria- 
tion bill, H. R. 13705, was presented m the Senate and 
agred to on Feb. 23, compris'ng the amendment on which 
agreement has already been reached. Senator Hale, 
who presented it, said: “The controveited subjects are 
still in disagreement and will be the subject of another 
conference—the matters in relation to the new ships, the 
Holland boats, cadets, assistant secretaries, inspector of 
accounts, the emergency fund, Naval Observatory, the 


. eolliers and all the subjects that give rise to contro- 


versy. The committee was careful in this respect to 
leave all of those for a future conference. The advantage 
of the report being accepted as to what we have agreed 
upon is that it gets it out of the way. I think I can 
assure the Senate that there is nothing here that will 
give rise to any controversy or that any Senator would 
have any question about it whatever.” ‘The Senate 
further insisted on its amendments still in disagreement, 
and appointed Messrs. Hale, Chandler and Tillman as 
conferees. 

The following resolution, introduced by Mr. Chandler, 
was adopted in the Senate on Feb. 25: “Resolved, That 
the Secretary of the Navy be directed to transmit to 
the Senate copies of all papers accompanying the pre- 
liminary report of Naval Constructor Baxter on fire- 
proofed wood, showing the chemicals that enter into 
the process used or proposed for use for firenroofing 
wood required in constructing vessels of the Navy.” 

The Senate on Feb. 26 passed the bili to place rank 
B. Case, formerly a midshipman, on the retired list of 
the Navy with the rank of ensign. 

Mr. Sullivan has submitted to the Senate (by request) 
an intended amendment to the Army appropriation bill, 
providing that all officers who have been wounded in 
action and are now serving in the Philippines shall be ex- 
amined on their military qualifications alone for pro- 
motion in the Regular Army. . 

Mr. Sewell has submitted to the Senate an intended 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill to appropriate 
$50,000 to enable the Secretary of the Treasury to pro- 
vide a necessary vessel to be used by the Marine-Hos- 
pital Service in boarding arriving steamers at Reedy 
Island quarantine station, Delaware Kiver. 

The President pro tempore of the Senate has appointed 
Mr. Kean and Mr. Taliaferro members of the Board of 
Visitors on the part of the Senate to attend the annual 
examination of cadets at the United Staies Miliary Ac- 
ademy at West Point, N. Y. 

The following pension bill passed the House on Feb.

An agreement was finally arrived at this week by the 
conferrees of the Senate and House in regard to the pro- 
vision in the Military Academy Appropriation _ bill 
prohibiting hazing. The demand of the Senate prevailed 
to eliminate the provision inserted in the bill at the in- 
stance of the Dick committee, and the House conferrees 
agreed to accept the amendment as originally made by 
the Senate with certain modifications. The amendment 
as finally agreed upon is as follows: “The superintend- 
ent of the Military Academy shall make such rules, to be 
approved by the Secretary of War, as will effectually 
prevent the practice of hazing, and any cadet found 
guilty of participating in or encouraging or countenan- 
cing such practice shall be summarily expelled from the 
Academy, and shall not theresfter be reappointed to the 
corns Of eadets or he eligible for appointment as a com- 
missioned officer in the Army, .Navy or Marine Corps 
until two years after the graduation of the class of 
which he was a member.” 

An amendment was agreed to giving the teacher of 


music the pay of a 2d lieutenant, without the right of 


retirement as an officer. Also giving the master of the 
sword the rank of Ist lieutenant, and providing that 
when a vacancy occurs in the office it shall be filled by 
the detail of an Army officer. Appropriation is made 
for two double sets of officers’ quarters, for officers’ 
quarters and mess and for roads. 

Mr. Tillman preseuted in the Senate on Feb. 21 a 
resolution, which was agreed to, directing the Secretary 
of the Navy to make a detailed statement of the amounts 
authorized for new vessels under “Increase of the Navy” 
in each act of Congress since and including the act of 
March 3, 1883, the vessels authorized, cost of drawings 
and inspection service for each bureau of the Navy De- 
partment, separately, to June 30, 1900, and the esti- 
mated amount to be expended upon unfinished vessels 
from that date. The inquiry includes dediils as to re- 
pairs, extra work, cost of trial trp, speed premium and 
the — of Department employees engaged on each 
vessel. 


THE ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Senate on Feb. 23 took up the debate on the 
Army Appropriation Bill, H. R. 14017, and agreed to 
the following amendments: Under the subhead “Pay 
of enlisted men,” strike out the proviso: “That the 
provisions of section 1 of the act of January 12, 1899, 
be extended so as to apply to all officers and enlisted 
men authorized by the act of March 2, 1899, who served 
honestly and faithfully beyond the limits of the United 


States.” 

Under the subhead “For pay of the general staff,” to 
insert: “Provided, That upon the occurrence of a va- 
cancy in the grade of colonel in the Inspector-General’s 
Department after the present lieutenant-colonels therein 
shall have been promoted or retired, such vacancy shal! 
not be filled, and thereafter the number of officers au- 
thorized for that department shall be as follows: One 
inspector-general with the rank of brigadier-general, 3 
inspectors-general with the rank of colonel, 4 inspectors- 
general with the rank of lieutenant-colonel, and 9 in- 
spectors-general with the rank of major.” 

Under Pay Department to strike out as follows: “Pro- 
vided, That when, owing to the exigencies of the military 
service, the number of paymasters provided for by the 
act approved February 2, 1901, providing for the re- 
organization of the Army, is found to be inadequate for 
the prompt payment of the Army, the Secretary of War 
may detoil from the line of the Army, as. provided by 
section 26 of said act for the filling of vacancies, such 
number of officers, not below the grade of captain, as 
may be necessary to cause the Army to be promptly 
paid; and officers so detailed shall have the mounted 
pay of their grade during the period of such detail. 
Tney shall give such bonds as the Secretary of War 
may require.” So as to make the clause read: “Pa 
Department: For pay of officers in the Pay Department, 
$128,000.” 

The next amendment proposed to insert: “Provided, 
That appointments to fill original vacancies in the grade 
of captain in the Quartermaster’s Department, Sub- 
sistence Department, and Pay Department may be made 
from officers of volunteers commissioned since Apri! 21, 
1898, and the age limit prescribed as to chaplains shall 
not apply to persons who served as chaplains of vol- 
unteers after said date who were uncer 42 years of .ze 
when originally appointed.” As to this amendihent Mr. 
Pettigrew said: “I suppose that this is the paragraph 
of the Army reorganization bill which caused a 
deal of controversy and lead to the statement that the 
conferees were held up by the House members for tie 
purpose of taking care of their relatives. I find this 
article in the ‘Chicago Record,’ which, I suppose, relates 
to this subject. Without corroborating evidence I would 
not read it, because of the correspondent who signs it, 
whose testimony cr statement would not be taken by 
anybody who knows him without corroborating evidence; 
but in view of the fact that there is corroborating evi- 
dence, I am going to read the article in spite of its 
being discredited by being signed by William E. Curtis: 

““*The mystery of the interpolation in the Army law 
has been solved. The changes were made by members of 
the committee of conference, who at first denied the 
responsibility, but now confess that they were com- 
pelled to make concessions to influential members of the 
House who threatened to obstruct the passage of the 
bill unless they had some guaranty that their friends 
and relatives now in the Volunteer Army would be given 
commissions for life in the Regular Army.’ ” 

Mr. Pettigrew added that if these charges are correct 
they ought to be thoroughly investigated, and on his 
motion the amendment was laid over until Feb. 25. 

The following amendments were agreed to; insert: 
“That officers of the Army and acting assistant sur- 
gzeons who, by reason of failure to obtain transporta- 
tion requests for travel over so-called ‘agreement rail- 
roads,’ have, in addition to paying their own fare over 
such railroads, been required by the accounting officers 
of the Treasury to refund to the United States one-haif 
of the cost of travel fare over such railroads, shall be 
reimbursed by the proper accounting officers the amount 
so refunded; and paymasters against whom disallow- 
ances have ‘heen made by the accounting officers on ac- 
count of failure to deduct the cost of travel fare over 
such railroads shall have the amount so disallowed 
passed to their credit: And provided further, That in 
all cases where 3 cents per mile has been deducted from 
the mileage accounts of officers of the Army or acting 
assistant surgeons on account of transportation which 
should have been but was not furnished such officers and 
acting assistant surgeons shall be reimbursed by the 
proper accounting officers an amount equal to what it 
would have cost the Government if transportation had 
been furnished.” 

To amend the provision for sea travel to read as 
follows: “Provided further, That for sea travel on dis- 
charge actual expenses only shall be paid to officers and 
transrortation and subsistence only shall be furnished 
to enlisted men.” To strike out: “For additional pay 
for increased rank when in command by competent au- 
thority, $25,000: Provided, That no part of this sum 
shall be used for pay of officers assigned to higher com- 
mend than their rank in the Army unless such service 
shall he continuous for a period of not less than three 
months.” 

To add “male and female nurses’ to those to whom 
commutation of rations may be furnished when on de- 
tached duty where it is impracticable to carry rations. 

To make he clause under Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment read as follows: “Provided, That appointments 
to fill original vacancies in the lowest grade in the 
Adintant General’s Department, the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department, and the Judge Advocate General’s 
Department, and in the grade of captain in the Q. M. 

‘Department, Subsistence Department, and Pay Depart- 
ment may be made from officers of volunteers com- 





missioned since 1898, and the age limit 
scribed as to Sharleine chetl not apply to persons Pho 
served as chaplains of volunteers aiter said date who 
were under 42 years of when originally appointed.” 

To insert: “Provided, at leave ot absence which 
may be granted officers of the Regular or Volunteer 
Army serving in the Territory of Alaska or without the 
limits of the United States for the purpose of returning 
thereto, or which may have been granted such officers 
for such purpose since the 13th day of October, 1898, 
shall be regarded as taking effect on the date such officers 
reach, or may have reached, the United States, re- 
spectively, and as terminating, or as having terminated, 
on the respective dates of the‘r departure from the 
United States in returning to their commands, as au- 
thorized by an order of the Secretary of War dated 
October 13, 1898.” 

The Senate has adopted what is known as the Spooner 
amendment, for the government of the Philippines, as 
amended by Mr. Hoar. Also the Platt amendment rela- 
tive to the establishment of our relations with Cuba. 
We shall give ‘next week the bill as finally passed.

.—Mr. Morgan has good professional ability. He 
also has, which distinguishes him from most other war- 
rant officers, a gentlemanly bearing. If he were to be 
commissioned as an ensign he would probably compare 
favorably, both professionally and in personal conduct 
and bearing, with other officers of that grade, as far as 
his technical education would permit. 

3.—It is earnestly to be hoped, however, that the Sec- 
retary of the Navy will not find it necessary to take 
advantage of the authority which I understand is to be 
granted him to appoint a certain number of warrant 
officers to the grade of ensigns. 

While it is true that these men are selected from a 
large class of men of very unusual ability, which dis- 
tinguishes them as perhaps the professional equals of 
their officers as far as their technical education stands, 
it is also true that they are recruited from a class of 
men who have not had the social advantages that are a 
—— for a commissioned officer. 

t is submitted that in time of peace the Navy’s 
function consists, to a certain extent, of representing the 
country abroad, and it is important that the Navy’s 
representatives should be men of at least refinement. 

hile there are perhaps a certain few among the war- 
rant oflicrs who could fulfill this requirement, I am of 
the opinion that the vast majority of them could not. 

Once they are commissioned they will have the same 
social standing as other officers, and no distinction prop- 
erly could be made in extending general invitations. 
The consequences that would arise from their accept- 
ance might not redound to the credit of the Navy or the 
country which the Navy represents. 

do not mean to detract from the sterling worth of 
the warrant officers of the Navy; I merely mean to sug- 
gest to the department that, unfortunately for them, 
thev have been deprived of certain natural advantages, 
and in consequence their proper place is that of leading 
men among the crew, and not as representatives of the 
country in the wardroom and steerage. 

4.—I request that this may be brought to the personal 
attention of the Secretary of the Navy.

In regard to these letters the “Journal” quoted Secre- 
tary Long as saying: “I have received and acted upon 
this correspondence. The bill providing for these six 
gunners has not yet been passed. I have, nevertheless, 
designated Gunner Morgan as one of the men to be 
examined for promotion to the position of ensign. 

“I am in favor of this proposition. In fact, I drew the 
amendment to the Naval bill in favor of the promotion 
of warrant officers. The Naval Board, of which Ad- 
miral Dewey is the head, approved of the amendment 
with certain unimportant changes.” 

Secretary Long declined to express an opinion as to 
the views set forth by Admiral Sampson, except to say 
that Admiral Sampson was evidently expressing only 
his “‘personal views.” 

Gunner Charles Morgan was in charge of the divers 
who investigated the wreck of the Maine after the ex- 
plosion, and in that capacity rendered efficient service. 
Capt. Charles D. Sigsbee is quoted as favoring his pro- 
motion, provided he can pass the mental examination 
for ensign.

LATEST FROM MANILA. 


The gunboat Laguna de Bay landed a crew at Tayug, 
Pangasinan Province, and chased 200 rebels to the hills 
near that place. The fight lasted forty minutes, when 
the Americans ran out of ammunition. Two rebels were 
killed and fourteen others, including a lieutenant, were 
taken prisoners. 

Captain Green and fifty scouts encountered General 
Tinio, commanding a band of insurgents, near Santa 
Maria, Province of llocos Sur, on Feb. 12. After fight- 
ing an hour the ammunition of the Americans ran low. 
Being flanked on two sides in a difficult mountain coun- 
try, press despatches say, they retreated slowly to a 
strong position, from which the rebels failed to dislodge 
them. Subsequently the rebels retired. One scout was 
wounded. 

Lieut. John F. James, with a detachment of the 8th 
Inf., raided a ladrone rendezvous at Macquiling, kill- 
ing two men, securing 175 prisoners, and destroying 





29 tons of rice and other insurgent supplies. Capt. 
Wilson Chase, with a detachment of the 21st regiment, 
in a three days’ scouting expedition, dispersed 200 in- 
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surgents and destroyed their main camp, that of Pedzo 
Caballos. 

Jose ** uncle of Aguinaldo, and formerly an 
insurgent colonel, has been appointed Governor of Bu- 
lacan Province, the first province north of Manila. There 
were several candidates, including two Army oiticers, but 
the United States Commission was unanimously in favor 
of Serapio, who surrendered during General Lawton's 
progress northward, and has since been such a consis- 
tent friend of the United States that Aguinaldo pub- 
lished an order — him. The friars were vp- 
posed to him and made charges against him, which the 
Commission found to be untrue. he concluding scene 
of the Commission's visit to the Province of Bulacan 
was most dramatic. Gen. Fred. D. Grant presented 
Serapio with a Hag which once belonged to Genera! 
Grant’s father. The Filipinos received the flag enthn- 
siastically, swore loyalty to the United States, and 
cheered General Grant and tae Commissioners. 

There were many celebrations in the Philippines in 
honor of the birthday of George Washington, who has 
suddenly become a Filipino idol. The Father of bis 
Country was honored more in Luzon towns than in 
American places of equal size. The natives are now 
agitating the question of raising a popular subscrip- 
tion for the purpose of erecting a statue of Washington 
in Manila. 

At Santa Catalina, Province of La Infanta, Colonel 
Dayis, 8d Cav., and Chapiain Fitzgerald administered 
the oath of allegiance to U7 residents. During the 
Washitigton Birthdav services 2,000 took the oath in the 
church of Vigan, Province of ilocos Sur. Major Bal- 
lance says the majority of the native priests in South 
Ilocos and Bangued are apparently co-operating with 
the American officers and‘are urging their parishioners 
to lay down their arms and abandon the insurgents. 
Pro-American sentiment is spreading in former 1in- 
22* strongholds. Six hundred and sixty-five persons 

ave voluntarily taken the oath of allegiance at Cami- 
ling, Province of Albay, at one time reported a. the 
worst insurgent centre next to Luzon, and 584 took the 
oath at Calamba. 

Major Gen. 8. B. M. Young and staff, with the 34th 
Vol. Inf. and nine companies of the 33d, were reported 
on Feb. 29 as embarked in the transport Logan at Manila 
ready to sail on that day for the United States. The 
Logan will stop on the western coast of Luzon and take 
on board Cos. C, E and M, 33d Vol. Inf., that have 
been released from the smallpox quarantine. 

Frederick H. Baker, under life sentence for desertion 
in face of the enemy in the Philippines, was expected 
in San Francisco this week, en route to the prison at 
Alcatraz Island. He joined the Filipinos and was made 
an officer. Baker says he committed the act because 
he thought the Filipinos were right. Some of the latter, 
who were captured, said he joined them because he 
Was proniised extra pay. 

The Judge Advocate General’s Department is revising 
the Court Martial Manual and will also soon issue a 
complete digest of the opinion reudered by General 
Lieber since he has been Judge Advocate General of 
the Army. Both of these new works will be ready for 
distribution in about a month. Colonel Davis is being 
urged by his friends for the head of the law department 
following the suggested appointment and retirement of 
Colonels Clous and Barr referred to last week. 


Matters arising out of the Uberlin M. Carter case have 
been brought into the U. S. Court at the Custom House, 
Atlanta, Ga., through a $10,000 suit instituted by the 
Venable Construction Company against the Govern- 
ment. The suit grew out of a contract made by the 
Company for the erection of a gun battery on_Tybee 
Island. Caprain Gillette, C. K., who succeeded Captain 
Carter as engineer, has been called to Atlanta as a 
witness for the Government in the case. 

In a letter submitted to Congress by the Secretary of 
War, Surgeon General Steruberg asks that in the pend- 
ing Appropriation bill the former practice of detailed 
phraseology be resumed, so that the Medical Department 
might in this respect be on the same footing as the 
other supply departments of the Army in having for its 

uidance and protection an explicit declaration of ihe 
egislative will, instead of a general appropriation ce- 
quiring construction to determine its limitations.

Major Clinton B. Sears, Corps of Engineers, U. 8.

Mrs. Margeret R. D. Phelps, widow of the late Rear 
Admiral ‘thomas Stowell Phelps, U. 8S. N., whose death

diana and as chief commissariat Army of Ohio in*1862; 
chief commissariat Lith Army Corps, and also Vepart~ 
ment of Army of Tennessee, including»the campaign 
from Caattanooga to Atlanta up ic ember, 1 
After the war his duties included those of chief com- 
missary of Department of the Lakes, and he was made 
brigadier general and commissary general of subsis- 
tence April 14, 1875. He was placed on the retired list 
July 1, 1890. For faithful and meritorious services dur- 
ing the Rebellion he received the brevets of lieutenant- 
colonel and colonel. A ‘niece of General Mac 
married Col. Michael-V, Sheridan, U. 8. A. 

Col. Robert Pollock, who died on t'eb. 24, at Cornel- 
ius, Oregon, in the 8zd year of his age, served during 
the Mexican War as sergeant and second lieutenant of 
the Ist Virginia Regiment.

become part of an olficers estate. ‘Ime Comptrolier now 
overruies this decision, hoiding that there is nothing in 
the statute ‘‘to indicate that the pay granted to an oOllicer 
wholiy retired shouid be considered in any dierent 
light than the pay ot an officer who 1s piaced on the re- 
tired list and granted retired pay. In neither case is it 
a@ pure grauity,.a tree gilt, but a ‘form of just compen- 
sation adopted by the policy of the Government toward 
those whose vigorous lite is spent in the service or their 
country.’ ” 

The Comptroller says: ‘The cases cited by the Auditor 
are not analogous to that of retired pay ior the reason 
that they reiate to the construction of statutes passed 
after the performance of the services to which they 
relate and in many instances tne beneticiaries were 
discharged beiore their passage, and it was helu that the 
extra pay granted by such acts was a gratuiiy, & mere 
personal right, and lapsed with the death of the bene- 


ficiary.”’

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The idea is gaining ground among Navy officers who 
have seen more or less service on the Chinese rivers that 
the present armament of our vessels designed for river 
duty is not fitted for that service. The experience 
gained during the Civil War was in the direction of 
smooth-bore guns for river fighting, and it is being sug- 
gested that the most efficient armament for river work 
is a breech-loading smooth-bore gun possessing sufficient 
range for the duty, and capable of working destruction 
among masses of men or among dwellings far greater 
than the present high-power breech-loading guns with 
which our ships are armed. Shrapnel, time-fuzed 
spherical shell, grape, cannister, incendiary shells, all 
can be operated from the type of ordnance described. 
Range is not a desideratum as is the case in a sea fight, 
so it would seem that the idea advanced might have 
some chance of carrying. The facilities for the manu- 
facture of such pieces at the Washington Gun Factory 
are superior to any in the world, and it is hoped the 
matter will receive the consideration the importance of 
the subject deserves. 





The Manila “Times” dwells on the spread of religious 
liberty in the Philippines, under American rule, instan- 
cing the establishment of a flourishing Hebrew congre- 
gation in Manila, many of its supporters being young men 
serving in the various departments of the United 
States Army. A few months ago some members of 
the Hospital Corps, stationed at the various reserves 
about Manila, met with the civilian residents for the 
purpose of establishing the Zion Society of Manila, the 
aim of this Society being the restoration of Zion, mak- 
ing Palestine the home of thé poor Jews, by colonizing 
parts of that country. After this society had gained a 
satisfactory membership, the: church - organization was 
effected. Such a thing as free Jewish worship in Ma- 
nila under the old regime, the “Times” says, would 
have been practically impossible. 
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CHANGES AT THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


It is an qpen secret that the choice of the late Prot- 
fessor Michie for his successor at the Military Academy 
was Captain William B. Gordon, who served for a 
couple of months as assistant instructor of artillery 
tactics in 1877, and as Professor Michie’s assistant in the 
department of natural and experimental philosophy for 
four years, from Ang. 28, 1884 to Aug. 28, 1888. Prof- 
fesor Michie then formed’so high an opinion of Captain 
Gordon’s capacity as an instructor that he resolved 
that when his time for retirement came he would urge 
his appointment to the- head of the department. The 
time came sooner than was expected, and it was not 
anticipated, but one of the last acts of the dying pro- 
fessor was to dictate from his sick bed a letter to the 
President, expressing his desire that Captain Gordoa 
should follow him in the department of natural and 
experimental philosophy. ‘his was in continuation of a 
conversation had with Mr. McKinley a year ago. 

If the President has pot chosen Captain Gordon he 
has come as near to him as possible by selecting Cap- 
tain William Crozier, who stands next above him in rank 
in the Ordnance Department. Captain Crozier gradu- 
ated No. 5 in the elass of 1876; Captain Gordon, No. 
6, in the class of 1877. Captain Crozier has had five 
years’ experience as an instructor at the Military Acad- 
emy as assistant professor of mathematics, from Aug. 
28, 1879, to Aug. 28, 1884, leaving West Point at the time 
that Captain Gordon entered upon his duties there. 
Captain Crozier entered the service as Captain Gordon 
did, as a second lieutenant of the 4th Artillery. Both 
were appointed first lieutenants of ordnance in the same 
year, 1881. 

Captain Crozier is an officer of acknowledged ability, 
and he has had the advantage of experience in Europe 
and more recently in the Philippines and in China. His 
choice is an excellent one, whatever may be thought 
of others, and he will do himself credit in his new 
position, as he has in others in which he has had an 
opportunity to show his ability. In addition to his 
scientific knowledge he has a fine record as a soldier. 

His first service was on the frontier, where he partic- 
ipated in the Powder Kiver campaign in the winter of 
1866-67, his subsequent service in the artillery being in 
California. He was on duty in the office of the Chief of 
Ordnance from the year 1887 to 1892, during which 
time he.was sent to Europe on special duty for a 
period of more than a year. He commanded the Sandy 
Hook Proving Ground during 1802-93. He has served 
iv the office of the Chief of Ordnance at various times, 
and also as a member of the Peace Commission at The 
Hague, from April to September, 1899. He partici- 
pated in the campaign against the insurgents in South- 
ern Luzon. 

In July, 1900, he was assigned to duty with 
the China relief expedition under General Chaffee, 
und was recommended for brevet major for gallantry 
in action at Yang-Tsun and at Pekin, August, 1900, by 
General Chaffee. During the war with Spain Captain 
Crozier was appointed inspector general with the rank 
oY major, for the special purpose of inspecting the sea- 
coast armament. He rendered very valuable services 
in that connection and his reports were not only of 
gieat value to the Department in presenting a clear and 
concise statement of the condition of the defenses, but 
his scientific knowledge was made immediately available 
for the correction -of defects during the inspections. 

Captain Crozier’s name is inseparably connected with 
our seacoast defenses; the disappearing gun system now 
used, known as the Crozier-Buftington, was adopted 
some years ago when the scheme of coast defense which 
is now still being carried out was put in operation. 
Captain Crozier as an officer of varied experience and 
high scientific attainments is altogether one of the most 
creditable representatives of the Military Academy, to 
which he is now being returned to take charge of one 
of the most important departments of that institution. 

Captain Crozier is a native of Ohio, but was appointed 
to the Military Academy from KXansas, his father having 
served as United States Senator from the latter State. 
He was born Feb. 19, 1855, so that he still has 18 years 
on the active list. Captain Gordun is two years older. 

Capt. Charles G. Treat, Artillery Corps, who is to re- 
lieve Colonel Hein as commandant of cadets and in- 
structor of tactics, has been in the artillery since his 
graduation from the Academy in 1882. He was trans- 
ferred from the Fifth to the Seventh Artillery March 2; 
1889. During the Spanish war he served as captain and 
major and A. A. G. and was previously, in 1889, an A. 
D. C. at the headquarters, Division. of the Atlantic. He 
is a graduate of the Artillery Sehvot and is at present 
senior instructor of ‘artillery tactics at the Military 
Academy, His selection to succeed Colonel Hein will 
meet with general approvat.

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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The two. houses agreed in conference on the following 
amendments to the Naval Appropriation bill: 

Giving commutation of quarters to boatswains, gua- 
ners, carpenters, sailmakers, warrant machinists, phar- 
macists, and mates. Giving the Secretary of the Navy 
discretion to pay actual expenses instead o: Mueage tv 
officers traveling repeatedly between two or more places. 
Increasing the appropriation in the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion for transportation, recruiting, and contingent ex- 
penses from $100,000 to $180,000, Providing for out- 
fits for naval-hospital apprentices. KReimbursing the “ap- 
propriation for the naval training station at California, 
1901,” the cost of securing a supply of fresh water from 
Oakland, Cal. Providing for certain lectures in the 
Naval War College at Newport, R. I. 1 roviding for 
the purchase of land at Algiers Naval Station, $100,000, 
and authorizing condemnation proceedings to secure 
same. Providing for a survey of the waters of the island 
of Porto Rico to ascertain the advisability of establishing 
a naval station there, but making no appropriation. Pro- 
viding for the establishment and marking of the bound- 
ary line of the Government’s preperty on Blythe Island, 
Georgia, to lay out a rifle range on same and construct 
boat landing, appropriating $2,000. Making the appro- 
priation for the naval torpedo station at Newport, R. L, 
immediately available. 

Providing for the care, maintenance and treatment of 
the insane of the Navy and Marine Corps on the Pacific 
coast. Providing for temporary quarters and recitation 
rooms for the cadets at Annapolis, pending the rehabili- 
tatiun of the Naval Academy bui...ngs there. Reduc- 
ing the enlistment period of the Marine Corps from five 
to four years, to correspond with the term of enlistment 
in the Navy. Authorizing the Dresident to reclassify 
the vessels of the Navy and formulate appropriate rules 
governing the assignment thereof. Providing that $50,- 
UU is made immediately available, under the head of 
“Pay of the Navy,” for pay of additional men and war- 
raut machinists, and further giying to officers’ detailed 
for shore duty in Alaska, the Philippine Islands, Guam, 
and elsewhere beyond continental limits of the United 
States the pay for “shore duty beyoud seas.” Provid- 
ing that officers of the Navy and Marine Corps whea 
advanced in rank for service rendered during the war 
with Spain shall be carried as additional numbers in each 
grade to which they may be promoted, and shal! not in 
consequence of such advancement iuterfere with the 
regular promotion of officers otherwise entitled to pr-- 
motion, but preventing any promotion made vacant by 
promotion, retirement, death, resignation, or dismissal vf 
any officers so carried as an additional number of nis 
grade by reasou of such advancement. 

The following was the ship building program adopted: 

“That, for the purpose of further increasing the aayal 
establishment of the United States, in accordmice with 
the latest improvements in the construction of shipe aud 
the preduction of armor and armament therefor, the 
Secretary of the Navy is hereby directed to prepare the 
plans and specifications of two seagoing battle ships and 
two armored cruisers, carrying the most suitable armor 
tud armament for vessels of their class, and to submit 
0 Congress a general description of such battle ships 
tnd cruisers on the first Monday in December next; and 
aid Secretary, in preparing said plans and description, 
hall review and further consider the questio#s whether 
aid ships should be sheathed or unsheathed; what ‘should 
be the weight and extent of the armor therefor; what 
hould be the form and location of the turrets; whether 
any changes should be made in the number and kind 
ff guns of the various sizes neretofore constituting the 
armament of similar ships; what, if any, torpedo tubes 
hould be built into large ships; to what extent electric- 
ty should be used for atxiliary purposes, and all other 
juestions which have arisen aud are now pending among 
haval architects and ordnance experts concerning the 
‘onstruction of battle ships and cruisers under mouvern 
‘onditions; and said Secretary shall, to such an extent 
fs ie may deem expedient, report to Congress in cun- 
hection with said description his opinion upon the for2- 
boig questions; and the Secretary of the Navy is hereby 
uthorized to exercise his discretion as to the sheathing 
ud coppering of naval vessels herein and heretofore 
uthorized to be built.” 

Up» to the time of our going to press there had been 
to final agreement reached on the Navy bill. 
Three conference reports have been submitted, but 
fter much discussion on the various points of dis- 
greement no definite decision was reached. From the 
Present indications the bill will not be finally settled 
biti! the last day of the session. ‘The most importaut 
wendment which has so far been agreed to is that of 

e Senate relative to the increase of the Navy by 
‘ving the Secretary of the Navy prepare plans to be 
ubiuitted to Congress for two battleships aud two 
mored cruisers. The conferrees op the part of the 
House recommended that a vote of disagreement to 
he Senate amendment for the battleships and cruisers. 
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be taken, but their recommendation was not accepted. 
Representative Dayton, who had charge of the bill in 
the House during the enforced absence of Mr. Foss, 
who has been ill, vigorously opposed the motion to con- 
cur in the Senate amendment striking out the provi- 
sion for two battleships and two armored cruisers. 
He contended that to strike out the authorization for 
the ships would seriously delay the building up of the 
new Navy and open up a long controversy over the 
various types of ships and the old armor plate dis- 
cussion. Counter argument was made that the proposi- 
tion of the Senate was eminently fair. It simply 
proposes to postpone the building ef new ships uutil 
the next session of Congress and that meantime Congress 
could be informed upon the questions as to whether 


ships should be sheathed or not, as to the thickness of 
armor, and as to battery arrangement.

The House receded and agreed to the amend- 
ment for the appointment of assistant chiefs of bur- 
eaus in the Navy Department. No agreement was 
reached in connection with the amendment authorizing 
the transfer of the naval station at Port Kvuyal to 
Charleston. No agreement was arrived at om the Senate 
amendments for the Naval Observatory. There was 
considerable discussion over the Senate amendment to 
the bill authorizing the Secretary of the Navv to ap- 
point to the grade of ensign boatswains, gunners or 
warrant machinists, but no agreement was arrived at. 
The conferrees also disagreed on the Senate amend- 
ments relative to the appointment to the Naval Acad- 
emy by the President of additional cadets and the ap- 
pointment of three of the acting cadets temporarily ap- 
pointed during the late war with spain. 

The section in the Naval —— bill providing 
for the appointment to the Naval Academy of three 
young men who served during the Spanish war with the 
temporary rank.of ensign is intended for W. C. Wise, 
Jr., a son of Captain Wise, of the Navy; Reynolds 
Hayden, son of Knsign Hayden, who has recently been 
restored to the Navy by a special act of Congress, and 
R. B. Creecy, of Washington, D. C., the son of a law- 
yer in that city. ‘This section of the bill is still in 
conference. 

The House by an overwhelming majority voted down 
the Senate amendment providing for the construction 
of three submarine boats. By this action and by agree- 
ing to the Senate provision not to appropriate for battle- 
ships and cruisers this session, the Naval bill for the 
first time in years makes no increase in the Navy. This 
is greatly to be regretted, and for the good of the 
country it is to be hoped future Congresses will not 
act in a similar manner.

PROMOTIONS IN THB NAVY. 
The Senate on Feb. 26 confirmed all the Navy nomi- 
nations for advancement for services rendered by of- 
ficers of the North Atlantic Squadron during the Span- 


ish war, except those of Rear Admirals Sumpson and’ 


Schley. Through this action Lieut. Richmond P. Hob- 
son, of the Construction Corps, becomes the officer hold- 
ing the highest rank in the Navy for his years, and 
outranks many officers who have been in the Service 
very much longer. It is said at the Navy Department 
that his. promotion is comparable with that of General 
Bell of the Army, who took such a sudden stride to the 
front. Lieutenant Hobson is to rank as a captain io 


the Navy, which corresponds with that of colonel in 
the Army. ‘The effect of his promotion will probably 
be to make him the Chief Naval Constructor of the 
Navy at an earlier age than any of his predecessors. 
His name ou the naval roll will be above that of 
Construétof? Woodward, an able officer who graduated 
ten years before him, and just beneath that of Con- 
structor Linnard. He is also senior to Constructor 
Taylor, who was graduated before Mr. Hobson entered 
the Academy, and who has distinguished himself in 
his profession to a remarkable degree. 

The confirmation of all the Santiago nominations will 
cause a most decided change in the Navy Kegister, and 
considerable trouble is anticipated in properly placing 
the officers. The Naval Appropriation bill, now pend- 
ing in Congress, provides that any promotion made in 
numbers will not operate to deprive olticers over- 
slaughed of their natural advancement. The result will 
be’ to leave several vacancies at the Bottom of the 
grade.of full lieutenant which can be filled by advanc- 
ing the senior junior lieutenants. It is greatly to be 
hoped that this provision of the bill will be adopted in 
conference, as it will tend to decrease the evil in the 
present system of advancement by numbers in the Navy. 
For instance, Constructor Taylor, who has already been 
referred to, would in the natural course of events 
receive’ his promotion on the 4th of March had it not 
been for the promotion of Constructor Hobson. This 
amendment to thé Naval bill will still make it possible 
for him to be advanced.

OUR RELATIONS TO JAPAN. 


Getieral Grant’s visit to Japan is recalled by the 
trip through the Flowery Kingdom which has been 
recently taken by Rear Admiral Lester A. Beardslee, 
U. 8S. N., retired. When General Grant on his tour 
around the world reached Japan, in 1879, the Emperor 
selected the Fourth of July as reception day, still further 
te honor the American ex-President. When they met, 
his Imperial Majesty advanced and shook hands, some- 
what awkwardly to be sure, but none the less graciously. 
That he should not have acted on this occasion with 
the grace of a Chesterfield was natural, considering 
that it was the first time that the courtesy of shaking 
hands had been shown by the Emperor. It was the 
greatest innovation upon the unbroken traditions of ex- 
clusiveness and sanctity, guarding the oldest royal line 
in the world, one haying the prestige of twelve hundred 
years of descent through a continuous succession of 
ioyal ancestors—a pedigree ancient enough to make the 
houses of BHuropean royalty appear as if begun but 
yesterday. 

Admiral Beardslee is a survivor of the Pe expedi- 
tion that vixited Japan in 1853. Though traveling ax a 
private citizen, as soon as his associntion with Perry, 
who is almost reverenced by the Japanese, became

With reference to the statement made in the Journal 
of Feb. 9, concerning the bursting of tubes on the tor- 
pedo boat Bailey, we learn that the tests of the engines, 
made in January, to ascertain how many revolutions were 
necessary to give the vessel a speed of thirty knots, was 
eminently successful and it was decided by the Board 
to go to New London for fhe final speed tests—the con- 
ditions there being of a favorabie nature. Whue en rou 
to the place selected for the test the ship encount 
some extremely rough weather with a temperature sev- 
eral degrees below zero. Although the fires were 
up and steam was in the boilers, some of the smaller 
pipes or tubes, became covered with ice and one of these, 
through no possible iault of the constructors, the ‘ins 
Kngine & Power Co., burst, or rather, sprung a leak. 
At his own request, the weather conditions being so 
unfavorable, Mr. Seabury, one of the builders, put back 
to port, and as Capt. Evans, the president of the board, 
had important duty to pertorm in Washington, tne 
Board was temporarily adjourned until the spring when 
the test will be made.

The results of the geodetic triangulation to measure 
across the continent the are of the 39th parallel, which 
required twenty-seven years of work, from 1872 to 1809, 
have just been published by the Governmeut. The 
length of the are is 2,625 statute miles, and it passes 
through sixteen States from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
coast. The establixhment of this base line permits the 
verification of previous surveys of our territory, and the 
correct geographical relations of many points have al- 
ready been determined. ‘Dhe work of measuring alon 
the ninety- 5 pee meridian, across Canada, the Unit 
States and Mexico, is still under way. The completion 
of these two extensive triangulations will have an im- 
portant influence in determining the exact form not only 
of the United States, but the shape and size of the 
entire earth. The terminal points of the triangulation 
of the Sate anges parallel of north latitude are near 
Cape May, N. J., on the east, and Point Arena, north 
of San Francisco, on the west.

In nothing does the comparison between the old and 
© new in naval construction become more striking 
‘n in the cost of ships to-day and in the early days 
the century, when the Navy was instead of 
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grown. The old Constitution, built in Bostun in 
1797, mounted forty-four guns and cost complete $302,- 
719, and was looked upon as an expensive piece of work 
at that. ‘The Alabama, built at Newport News in 
1896-1900, cost $2,650,000 for hull and machinery alone. 
This view, of course, fails to take into account the 
difference in- tonnage between the two vessels, and the 
discrepancy does not show so glaringly when we see that 
tution was of 1,576 tons, while tne Alabama 
displaces a total of 11,565 tons. The older ship carried 
a battery of 44 guns, the newer one has a battery of 18 
guns, ‘Probably the effective offensive potential of the 
two ships is even farther apart than the above figures 
indicate. In view of the advances indicated by this 
comparison it is no longer true that the men of the 
Alabama are the same as those of the Constitution. 
The “man behind the gun” is a different sort 
from those who carried the stars and stripes through 
the battles of the Revolution; not in spirit, but in all 
that makes the fighting man the man-o’-wars-man of 
1900 is altogether a different entity from his brother 
of 1800. The quartermaster conning the binnacle on 
the Alabama is probably better educated than was the 
officer of the deck on the Constitution, and the former 
has assuredly more to look out for than the latter ever 
thought of. The quartermaster of 1900 receives as pay 
very, nearl s much as did the commissioned deck 
officer in 1800, So that it is certain that our Navy has 
been steadily progressing in every aspect of progress 
from the days of Nicholson and Decatur to these days of 
Sampson and Clark. 

The U. S. S. Yorktown was, at last accounts, at 
Cavite, but it was expected that vessel would sail as 
soon as a few necessary repairs were completed for 
Northern Luzon or one of the other islands, where she 
has hitherto done such excellent service in the prevention 
of smuggling and piracy. The services of the smaller 
vessels attached to Admiral Remey’s squadron are be- 
coming more valuable as the insurrection nears its end, 
and it is certain that a large fleet of such craft will be 
maintained in the archipelago for the future. 

The U. 8S. S. Iowa will probably receive orders to 
leave the coast of Southern California, where she has 
been for so many weary months, for a needed trip to 
Bremerton, where she will be docked and certain repairs 
made to her machinery in preparation for an extended 
cruise to some point not yet definitely determined upon 
by the Department. The performances of this fine ship 
during her short cruises on the Central American coasts 
have given much satisfaction to all concerned, and it is 
believed that her efficiency is well abreast with any of 
her class afloat. 

H. M. 8. Prince George won the record from the 
Majestic Jan. 25 by taking 1,220 tons of coal at an 
average rate of 187.7 tons per hour between 1.30 p. m. 
and $30 p. m., half an hour’s interval being allowec 
for supper. In the best hour 212 tons were taken on 
board, and the average during daylight was 203.4 tons 
per hour. The Majestic is again ahead. An officer of 
that vessel says in the “Times:” ‘“‘We began at noon, 
and finished just before 6 p. m., having tilled up with 
coal and having taken in 1,235 tons at an average rate 
of 200.27 tons per hour. The first three hours were very 
good, being 248 tons first, 244 tons second and 214 tons 
third; but the lighters were emptied, and the average 
dropped toward the end, as we could not keep all our 
hoists working.” 

In the British House of Commons, recently, Mr. H. 
O. Arnold Foster, Parliamentary Secretary for the Ad- 
miralty, imparted the information that the question of 
submarine boats had for some time seriously engaged 
the attention of the Admiralty and that a statement on 
the subject would be forthcoming in a few days. 

The court-martial which recently met at Port Royal 
for the trial of Lieutenant McCormick, of the Navy, and 
Chief Boatswain Drand in connection with the destruc- 
tion of the coal barge on the Florida coast on Dec. 10, 
1900, has completed its work and made a report to the 
Navy Department. It will be remembered that Lieu- 
tenant McCormick was in command of the Potomac and 
Boatswain Drand in charge of the coal barge which the 
Potomac was towing. it seems that the line connecting 
the vessels broke and the barge breaking away became 
filled with water. Lieutenant McCormick was tried for 
not having returned to the assistance of the barge, and 
was acquitted. It was conclusively shown that the 
weather conditions were such as to make his return im- 
possible. Chief Boatswain Drand was found guilty of 
neglect of duty and sentenced to a short suspension. 

Pha Meww Donartment has informe! the hidders for 
the construction of the protected cruisers that unless 
they reach a final agreement by the second of March bids 
for these vessels will be readvertised. As will be re- 
membered, the contracts for these vessels were condition- 
ally awarded to Neafie and Levy, to the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company and to the Bath Iron Works. 
The contractors claim that it will be impossible to build 
the ships for the sum appropriated uniess the Navy De- 
partment strikes out of the contracts certain detailed 
work under the Equipment Bureau and the Burean of 
Construction and Repair. Concessions have already been 
made by the Secretary of the Navy, but the bidders de- 
sire more. 

The Navy Department has finally awarded the _con- 
tract for one protected cruiser to the Neafie & Levy 
Co., and will eventually award contracts for the remain- 
ing two ships without further advertisement.

I hope the time 
will never come when political influence, luxury or base 
self-seeking shall ever mar the efficiency of the Navy. 
In the nature of things the Navy can never be a menace 
to the country; it is a wall of protection. Yet at a 
time when Commodore Bainvridge and eleven men of 
the American Navy were imprisoned in Northern Africa, 
there were men in the United States Senate who ob- 
jected to an increase of the Navy on the ground that 
ic would be a menace to the country. there any 
such now?” [Cries: ‘“‘Lots of ’em!”’] 

“There are to-day men in high position,” said Ad- 
miral Barker, continuing, ‘who. say that we are in the 
Philippines to enslave men. It makes my blood boil 
to hear our soldiers vilified, denounced as hired men 
employed to crush out the liberties of a worthy people.

In justice to the officers and men of the Barfleur will 
you permit me to point out: 

1. That there was no mutiny on board. 

2. That the insubordination, which was magnified into 
a mutiny by an imaginative newspaper correspondent at 
Hong Kong, was confined to five men. 

3. That the sights thrown overboard were those of 
four of the small guns; the statement that “the sighti 
appliances of the guns were thrown into the sea, whic 
rendered the ship’s armament useless for the time being” 
being a piece of pure journalistic invention. 

That the statement that fifty of her men were 
sent to prison and the entire crew refused to obey 
orders is absolutely false and a malicious libel. 

Jack, when discontented. generally goes for the sights 
of the small guns; they can be easily subtracted without 
much fear of detection and chucked overboard; but as 
they are all duplicated if all the sights in the guns had 
been thrown into the sea the ship would not have been 
rendered useless for fighting purposes. The pernicious 
craze of newspapers in the present day is for sensation, 
and serious mutiny in a warship makes a fine sensa- 
tional headline; the reporter who telegraphed the report 
about the Barfleur was evidently not aware that a man 
or men can be insubordinate without being mutino 
and that there is a vast difference between mutiny a 
insubordination.

THE FIRE ON GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Most of the Sunday papers in New York City have 
published grossly exaggerated accounts of the small fire 
occurring on Governors Island, N. Y. H., Saturday 
night, Feb. 23. The facts are these: The fire originated 
in a small woodshed used for storing kindling wood and 
such truck, This shed was along the main road around 
the island through the Arsenal, and across the road 
from the west storehouse. It was old and rotten, and 
the loss of it and its coutents amounts to nothing. _In- 
deed it should have been torn down long ago, The 
storehouse adjoining had the window frames and sash 
of three windows burnt, ‘The firemen broke two othef 
window sashes to get in the storehouse, and no other 
damage was done to stores or storehouse. The window 
frames and sash can be replaced for less than and 
this was the total loss to the Government. e onl 
anununition in this storehouse was some calibre “4b 
metallic cartridges. There was no dynamite, smokeless 
pester or other explosive there, and if the storehouse 

ad burned to the ground there would have been no 
explosion other than the occasional pop of a calibre .45 
cartridge. This small fire showed that the water sup- 
ply from the Brooklyn water works, upon which the 
island depends, will not force a stream of water higher 
than 10 feet and one hydrant will take the whole sup- 
ply. There being no soldiers at the Arsenal, and at 
night no employes but one watchman, when the fire 
occurred reliance was had on the soldiers at Fort Colum- 
bus, and they rendered valuable assistance. 


The Pacific Mail steamer City of Rio Janeiro was 
wrecked on Feb. 22 outside the Golden Gate of San 
Francisco, with a loss estimated at 131 persons out of 
208 on board. Goihg at slow speed in a heavy fog she 
struck on Fort Point ledge and sank in about fifteen 
minutes. Among the lost were Rounseville Wildman, 
U.. 8. Consul-General at Hong Kong, his wife, two 
children and a nurse; H. F. Seymour, connected with the 
Manila “American;” William Ward, captain of the ves- 
sel; and C. W. Henshall, an attorney of Honolulu, 
who married one of the Ah Fong sisters. Among the 
saved was Captain Hecht of the German Army. 
three women out of eighteen on board were sav 
There were over one hundred Chinese on board. The 
loss is summarized as follows: White passengers, 35; 
Asiatic passengers, 87; European officers and crew, 18; 
Asiatic crew, 41. The Rio carried a large mail, 
greater rt of which was lost. Most of-the sacks 
contained mail addressed from Honolulu to the eastern 
States, and there was a large registered mail made up 
— of letters sent by soldiers in China to relatives 
at home.

, The Naval cadets are not elated over what, it is cur- 
rent in the cerps, will be the itinerary of the battalion 
on March 4. Though no orders have been issued, the 
eadets were orally informed that they will be of the 
guard of honor to the President to escort him from the 
White House to the Capitol, and that the battalion will 
pass in review before the President. 

These are flattering prospects, but, when the. cadets 
hear that tney are to leave Annapolis early on March 
4, the train tu stop at Sherman street, the battalion to 
march “On to Washington,” march and counter-march, 
be fed from lunch wagons, and not a cadet to leave the 
line until the train starts, bringing the cadets home in 
time for study period that night, with recitations the 
next day, they are not happy.

With the demolition of Bu- 
chanan Row, which has commenced, nothing will ve 
left in the Naval Academy as it was, when, as Fort 
Severn, it was turned over to the Navy in 1845, save 
Fort Severn itself, now converted into a gymnasium.

PRAISE FOR ADMIRAL HICHBORN. 


The Secretary of the Navy has written the following 
letter to Rear Admiral Hichborn, Chief Constructor of 
the Navy, who will be retired for age on March 4: 

“My Dear Admiral: I cannot let you retire from 
the Department with which you have been connected so 
leng and so efficiently without a parting word of both 
regret and of benediction. Your official service has been 
such, and our personal relations have been so agreeable, 
that I write at once as a friend and fellow official. You 











have been in the Construction Bureau of the Department 
during the transition time from the old Navy to the new, 
and during a large part of that period have been the 
head of the Bureau of Construction and Repair. This 
term of service covers the remarkable increase of our 
Navy, in which you have borne so conspicuous a part 
and which, in place of old and now obsolete types, has 
substituted the to © boat, the gunboat, the pretected 
cruiser and battleship. These stood the test of the re- 
cent war with Spain and put our Navy in the forefront. 

I never lose the opportunity of testifying that the 
credit of all this is due not only to the men who fought 
the ships, but to the chiefs of bureaus who constructed, 
equipped and armed them; and as one of those chiefs you, 
too, have a share in the victories of Manila and Santi- 
ago. You retire from the Navy in the fulness of its 
glory, and I congratulate you upon the fact that, al- 
though you have reached the age of retirement, you 
do so in full vigor and health of body and mind, and 
with the prospect before you of many years yet of use- 
ful and happy life.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM THE PHILIPPINES. 


Gen. Funston’s scouts and A troop, 4th Cav., had a 
1ed hot engagement with the insurgents early on the 
morning of Dec. 6 at a small barrio near Papia. Troop 
A left Gapan at 6.30 p. m. Dec. 5, and proceeded to 
Manaclin, where they were joined by Gen. Funston and 
his scouts. After marching nearly all night Gen. Funston 
halted about 3 a, m. just outside the town, and waited 
until morning before making the attack. At 5.30 the 
march was again resumed. The insurgents were found 
to be in a strong position, and in considerable force on 
the opposite bank of a broad stream. The Americans 
rdvanced to the edge of the river, where they halted and 


poured in a rapid fire in exchange for the hail of bullets 
— — at them from the rebels, who were firing 
fiom rags, Mausers and Remingtons. Sergt. John 
Swartz, of A Troop, was wounded in the head before 
the fight had fairly begun. Gen. Funston, seeing that 
nothing could be accomplished by remaining in the same 
position, ordered a Serge across the stream. The men 
dashed forward waist deep into the water, and with 
yells and shouts charged up the opposite bank in the 
face of a hot fire. The rebels did not flinch until our 
men were within 75 yards of them, when they attempted 
a flank movement, but their plan was foiled and their 
force cut in two. They then broke and scattered. Ist 
Sergt. James Alexander, of ‘.roop A, received a wound 
in the chest. He and Schwartz were the only Ameri- 
cans wounded. Several soldiers saw an American negro 
plainly giving commands to the rebels. 

The thoroughness with which our troops keep watch 
in Manila is evidenced by a recent night raid ine.the 
Tondo section. Lieut. C. J. Patterson, Battery B, 6th 
Art., with an escort, proceeded to turn out the residents 
and make a search of their premises as well .as_ their 
persons. Fully 400 people, men, women and children, 
were dragged out of their shacks to undergo examina- 
tion. They were lined up three deep, and made a big 
letter “‘L” of gibbering Filipinos. The raid took place in 
the vicinity of the post, patrolled by guards from 
I. 14th Inf. From 10.30 p. m. until after 3 a. m. the 
Lieutenant kept the men on the “qui vive.” until he got 
the three rebels he was after. hree different reliefs 
from Co. I assisted him in the work. 





A ‘Cavite corresrondent writes: “The two companies 
of Marines who hiked the night of Jan. 1 returned the 
day after with the loss of one man drowned in the bay 
hy the upsetting of a banca. Major Waller was in com- 
inand of the expedition, and successfully co-operated 
with the 4th Inf. in rounding up insurrectos in the coun- 
try lying between Imus, Cavite Viejo and San Fran- 
cisco de Malabon. They formed a long skirmish line 
and advanced through the country south of Cavite Viejo, 
¢riving the natives before them. A great many were 
cerralled and made to pass before some secret service 
agents for identification. Nine officers, forty-eight priv- 
ates and four ladrones were identified.” Sad to relate, 
among the prisoners rounded up were Major Waller’s 
lanndrymen. As they were not identified as rebels they 
were released to resume their soft soaping.

The Americans captu several 
natives, 16 guns, about 1,200 rounds of ammunition, 600 
peunds of rice, same of tobacco, and ail effects of 
the officers and soldiers. The camp was a large one. 
Jt consisted of seven large bamboo cks, sufficient fur 
7¢ men. The camp was five miles west of San Antonio. 
A number of native prisoners that were captured = 
rte Ts, 
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ing the fight at Tuao were brought, recently, to A 
Northern Luzon, where the 16th Inf. has headquarte 
and turned over to the authorities. These prixoners were 
quite different from any of those previously b t. 
being similar to the North Americar Indian, 
smaller in stature than their Western brethren. They 
presented a very grotesque appearance as they lined up 
iu the street during the checking process. Nearly ev 
‘ne of them had huge metal rings in his ears, whi 
gandy blankets formed the principal covering of their 
swarthy bodies. They belong to the Callinga tribe that 
inhabit the mountains surrounding Piat and Tuao. The 
Aparsi “News” says they are the fiercest fighters on the 
sland, 

The Bataan Peninsula, across Manila Bay, was the 
scene of a successful movement by Col. Craig, Major 
Hawthorne and a detachment from the 82d Vol. Inf. on 
Dec. 14. Leaving Balanga on a mosquito gunboat they 
proceeded to Mariveles, where reinforcements were 
picked up. Then they marched overland to Bagac and 
thence to Olongapo, where another detachment from 
balanga met them. Mobilized there, the double force 
marched to Dinalunijan, destroyi supplies wherever 
iound. Returning to Bagac, the place was bu 
the gréund because of the treachery of the natives, 
tired upon the Americans. Not a casualty was sustained 
by the punitive expedition. ’ 

Capt. ». S. O'Connor, with 52 men of Co. I, 46th 
Vol. Inf., from Indang, had several engagements with 
about 100 insurgents commanded by Col. Lupal, 
Captains Mendong and Cirillo, on Nov. 21 and in 
vicinity of the Pantijan river, where 10,000 rounds of 
emmunition, concealed under 5,000 nds of rice th 
houses, were destroyed, and in vicinity of river Duyo, 
near Magalannes. The total casualties of the enemy 
were 35. American casualties, two wounded slightly. 
Indang is 28 miles southwest of Manila. 

MAJOR WISE AS A “WHITE DEVIL.” 

The post of Vonsol, Luzon, is so isolated that one coy- 
respondent writes from there that the men don’t know 
themselves whether they are in existence. The town 
Las been garrisoned by two companies of the 47th Vel. 
Inf., Maior Hugh D, Wise (lieutenant, 9th Inf) com- 
manding, Capt. A. C. Hart commanding Co. D,’ and 
Capt. Harry Walsh commanding Co. A. On Dec. 1 
news reached the post that the rebel General, Belarmin 
had taken up his headquarters at Benangurang, — 
been driven and burned out of Jovellar with his s¢atter 
bands, by troops from ——* As soon as Belarmino’s 
seattered bands appeared, Major Wise began scouting 
after them. At last he received réliable information that 
Belarmino would hold Benangurang against all comers. 
Major Wise immediately ordered 100 picked men from 
— — A and D, under the command of Cart. 
of the town, strongly intrenched on the hill<. The 
Captain stormed the heights, while a force ted on 
ithe enemy’s flank. Capt. Hart pressed on, t 
ivsurgents tried every possine way to stop him, using 
everything from an arrow trap to a 12-pounder cannyn, 
which our men sunk so deep in the mud that the insur- 
gents will have to use a modern steam derrick to ra 
it. Belarmino tried once more to check Hart's advance 
on Benangurang, by an ambush, in a place called 
Pass, but he on ly left twenty of his soldiers on the » 
When the American forces neared the town, on dk t 
up into three columns. —— Hart, instead | irectly 
uttacking the town, turned his attention to the sur- 
1ounding hills, which were defended by 150 rifleme 
three 12-pounders, one Nordenfelt rapid fire and ¥ 
bolomen.

Caught in a railway wreck in the depth of winter, he 
had devoted himself to assisting the wounded and 
suffering passengers, was seized with pneumonia and 
died the hero worthy of such a father. 

Colonel Michie was one of the most learned and scien- 
tific of living men. There seemed no subject or problem 

1d his grasp. He was thorough to the minutest 
detuil. He had been engaged for several years on the 
life of General McClellan, and when it was completed, 
he told me it was three times the length permissible, 
and he should have to spend his leisure time for a year 
to come in cutting it down. I may add in passing that 
when that life of the former commander of the Army 
of the. Potomac appears his friends will find mighty 
—* comfort in the picture which the author has drawn 
of him. 

The most attractive side of Colonel Michie was his 
Christian simplicity, tinged by a delicious sense of 
humor and by unvarying cheerfulness. * * * 

I met him on Broadway, on the day of the last game 
of the cadets with the naval lads from Annapolis, and 
expressed my surprise that he was not in Philadelphia. 
“IT can’t stand it,” he said: “I sort of feel in my 
bones that our boys are going to be defeated to-day, 
and you know the sight of that would break my heart.’ 

As you have said, he was profoundly religious. An 
hour after his marriage he was on his way to the seat 
of war as fast as steam could carry him. Stationed in 
one of the forts in front of Charleston, he began his 
work, which is a part of the history of our country. 
“Three men had been shot,” he said, “and their bodies 
lay festering in the sand; it was necessary for me to 
repeat the attempt to cross the passage in which each 
had lost his life; I hesitated for a minute, looked up at 
the full moon overhead, uttered a prayer and went for- 
ward. Had I not done so I never could have held up 
my head again.”” And such was the rule of his life. 

“TI claim to be a scientific man,” he once said, “and 
I have investigated the subject with all the mental pow- 
ers I possess. I no more doubt a future life, the reunion 
of loved ones and the truths of the Christian religion 
than I do that I am here sitting and talking with

One of General Michie’s former colleagues in a tri- 
bute to him appearing in the Dayton, Ohio, “Journal” 
states the facts concerning his official career already 
published here, and says: 

“General Michie was appointed to the Military Acad- 
emy as a cadet from Cincinnati, Ohio, he had been edu- 
cated in the common and night schools of that city, and 
was employed at the Niles Works in learning the manu- 


facture of steam engines and machinery when he left for 
West Point. 

“General Michie was a man of high culture and 
broad mind, and in him the academic staff of the Mili- 
tary Academy lost its master mind, its most brilliant 
scholar, and its highest type of the officer and gentle- 
man. 

“He was a devout and practical Christian, a most 
devoted and tender husband and father and the truest 
of friends. His kindness of heart, his sympathetic na- 
ture, and his devotion to his life’s work will never be 
forgotten by his pupils, his associates and by those 
whose good fortune brought them in contact with him. 
General Michie leaves a widow and a daughter. With- 
in tke past three years he lost his two sons. The 
youngest, Dennis Mahan Michie, fell at Santiago, while 
on the staff of General Hawkins, the hero of San Juan 
Hill; the other, William Michie, died two years ago, 
while serving on the Pennsylvania railroad as a civil 
engineer. Both were young men of great promise, and 
partook of the sterling and genial character of their 
father. Their loss was a great grief and sorrow to 
their father, from which he never fully recovered to the 
day of his death. His Christian fortitude under his 
bereavements challenged the admiration and tenderest 
sympathy of his numerous friends. Although the gal- 
lant soldier, the ripe scholar, the patriotic citizen is 
gone, the seed he has sown in the minds of his pupils 
and the example he has set them and the world at 
large will bear fruit forever. To his widow and his 
daughter the most heartfelt condolence and tenderest 
sympathy is due. By the death of General Michie the 
Military Academy has lost one of its most faithful sons 
and greatest of teachers, the Army one of its most gal- 
lant of officers and truest of gentlemen, and the coun- 
try one of its most faithful and patriotic of servants 
and defenders.”

THE HENRY MEMORIAL FUND. 


Shorly after the death, on Oct. 26, 1899, of Gen. 
Guy V. Henry, U. S. A., the questian of raising a 
fund for Mrs. Henry was discussed by a number of gen- 
tlemen in New York City. A general committee was 
formed by General Henry’s friends, the names of many 
prominent men appearing on its rolls. The Hon. Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss became its chairman and William R. 
Corwine, of the New York Merchants’ Association, its 
secretary. 

The latter in a recent report to the president an- 
nounces the progress and disposition of the fund. Presi- 
dent McKinley sent his personal check to the com- 
mittee, as did General Alger while Secretary of War. A 
general circular was issued to the public and favorably 
noticed by the press. On June 28, 1900, the committee 
held its last meeting, at which it was announced that 
mag had been raised. Owing to the long illness of 

s. Henry the fund was not finally turned over to her 
un an. 29, 1901, at which time it had increased to 
$19,468.96. in a letter expressing her thanks to the 
<ommittee Mrs. Henry said: “I most deeply appreciate 
the quiet and beautiful maner in which my husband, 
General Henry, has been remembered by presentin 
to me the result of the Henry Testimonial Fund. 
am not able to express my thanks to you, his friends, 
in words—but you will know that my heart is full of 
the Soqpont gratitude.” 

All e correspondence and work cdénnected with 
the committee was done without any charge except the 
actnal expenses of printing, postage, etc., a trifling 
sum ‘in p rtion to the amount raised. 

This fund is a worthy monument to the long and 
valued services to the nation of Guy V. Henry, a measure 
ef the gratitude of the American public and a demon- 
tration of the extent and sincerity of the friendship felt 
toi him. Such testimonials to those who have given life 
and service to the nation should be more frequent. 

Many letters were received by the committee. In one 
of these the Rev. C. T. Brady, rector of the Memorial 
Church of St. Paul, of Philadelphia, said of General 
Henry: “He was kindness and gentleness itself in his 
social life, and one little homely incident comes to my 
mind concerning him. There was a young couple in the 
house where we lived, whv had a young baby. They 
were poor and had no nurse. It was a great pleasure for 
them to go to church together but the baby prevented 
the enjoyment of this privilege. Not once, but several 
times, have I known General Henry, a colonel then, 
to mount the garret floor on — evenings and

“L’Electricien,” of Paris, points out that the military 
uses of electricity are taking on new importance and new 
extent, at the present moment, by its application to 
coast defense. To assure the better protection of the 
coast from Villefranche to Toulon it has been decided to 
establish special electric posts intendeu to reveal the 
enemy’s presence in case of an attempt at a night attack 
by powerful electric beams, which will light up the coun- 
* to a great distance, will — the horizon, and thus, 
while preventing a surprise, will guide the aim of the 
land batteries and increase their accuracy, The work 
on these stations is now being pushed with the greatest 
activity. They are a kind of blockhouse, built very 
solidly of cement, stone and concrete, 20 to 23 feet high, 
forming a single piece in which a revolving meunt 
operated by a hydraulic motor supports the reflector 
of the search-light, which has a power of projection 
varying from 9 to 11 miles, and is raised 4 feet 3 inches 
above the masonry platform. The energy is produced 
by a dynamo of to 100 volts operated by a steam 
engine in a little engine-house near by, and is trans- 
mitted by special cables. One of these stations has 
already been erected west of Nice, and others will soon 
be completed, notably at Golfe Juan, Beaulieu, #nd in 
the citadel of Villefranche, whose fine roadstead already 
has its approach protected by two similar stations. 
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An official of Cramps’ shipyard says that it costs 
from $4,000 to $8,000 to launch:;a battleship’: “The 
building of the ways for the ship to slide down over 
is the main item, and then comes the greasing,” he said. 
“Every inch of timber over which tne vessel slides must 
be covered with a lubricant. WU. fferent firms use different 
substances, but soap and tallow form the main ingre- 
dients of them all. At the Cramps’ we use a layer of 
beef tallow and a layer of soft soap, and, taken alto- 
gether, between one and a half tons of the stuff is re- 
quired to put a move on the average battleship. The 
tallow is spread on first to the depth of about three 
fingers, and the workmen use big flat trowels to make 
the surface as smooth as possible. Then they pour 
over the soft soap, which is just thick enough to run, 
or about the consistency of tar. As a general thing, 
the double coating answers the purpose admirably, and 
the ship glides into the water as if it was sailing on air. 
If it sticks, as has happened in a few cases, it is likely 
to spring some of the vessel’s plates, and accidents of 
on kind are so costly that nothing is spared to avert 
them.”

The London “Graphic,” speaking of the rapid growth 
f the German Navy, which has of late attracted much 
ittention throughout the world, observes that the Ger- 
man “Flottenverein,” founded in imitation of the British 
Navy League, and exercising extraordinary influence 
‘rom its enormous membership of 600,000, and from its 
hardly-veiled connection with the naval authorities, is 
ilready hinting that even the Navy bill of 1900 1s in- 
ufficient. At the end of 1888, when both powers wera

Allowing for the enormous power of the first-class 
battleship it will be seen that Germany has slightly im- 
proved her position, though the gain is not as yet very 
decided. Moreover, her See third-class battleships 
are all vessels which have been reconstructed and re- 
fitted throughout, where they are not of modern design. 
The Siegfried class of small ——8 for example 
vessels which are heavily armored, are being lengthened 
by 23 feet and otherwise improved. In England little 
work has been done upon old ships, many of which are 
in no condition for work at sea in war. In cruisers and 
torpedo craft England may be said to have gained upon 
Germany since 1888, as the Germans have nothing to 
compare with her magnificent fleet of destroyers. 

The German program of 1898 was to be completed 
by 1904: for that of 1909 no date of completion is fixed, 
though it is understood that at the latest it will be car- 
ried out by 1920. Careful methodical and scientific prep- 
aration, never hurrying and never delaying, has always 
morked German military and naval policy. In the years 
1860-1870, when Prussia was building up her magnificent 
army, she went to work in precisely the same way. 
Fixity of purpose is behind all German schemes. The 
standards laid down in 1898 and 1900 are as follows:

To the personnel of the German Navy the greatest 
attention is being given. In 1900 it stood at 29,757 
officers and men, with a trained reserve at least equal in 
number. In the next twenty years it is to be increased 
by 35,551 officers and men. German interest in the 
Navy is immense and fast growing. In three years the 
“Flottenverein” has obtained members. In

The March number of “The Smart Set” opens with 
a novelette by Mrs. Burton Harrison, entitled “The 
Unwelcome Mrs. Hatch,” perhaps the strongest and 
most dramatic story Mrs. Harrison has written.

To the excellent edition of Gage Marryat’s works 
edited by Richard Brimley Johnson, the publishing 
house of Little, Brown & Co. Boston, have recent! 
added three volumes: “Poor Yack?” “Olla Podrida, 
“The Pirate” and “The Three Cutters;” and “The 
Phantom Ship.” The first was considered by Edgar 
Allen Poe “perhaps the best specimen of its author's cast 
of thougit and national manner” “Poor Jack's 
short cruises are’-sufficiently eventful, and the genial 
picture of Greenwich Hospital as an historic document 
gives the book a value of its own. The first part of the 
second volume contains much of the miscellaneous mat- 
ter contributed by Marryat to periodicals, and two of 
his shorter novels. The last volume, “The Phantom 
Ship,” presents the most notable of the three novels con- 
struct by Marryat on an historic basis, and like 
“Snarleyyow,” its predecessor, in the same _ category, 
depends largely for its interest in the skillfully manip- 
uated element of diablerie. The ghostly agencies are 
introduced in the spirit of serious, if somewhat melo- 
dramatic, romance. The plot, if not original, is carefully 
worked out, and the author’s powers of racy narrative 
have transformed the Vanderdecken legend into a 
stirring tale of terror. 

In “Notes and Reflections on the Boer War,” pub- 
lished by William Clowes and Sons, limited, London, 
Major-Gen. H. M. Bengough, C. B., makes many sug-

The author's theory, accounting for the early occupancy 
of North America, is that before or during the early 
part of the glacial period there was wider distribution 
of land surfaces on latitudinal lines, which invited 
latitudinal migrations.

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THE SIXTH INFANTRY IN NEGROS. 


A cireular has been received from the 6th Infantry, 
stationed in the island of Negros, P. L. showing the 
assignment of the different commands throughout the 
island. Negros is “no slouch” of an island, having an 
area of 4,000 square miles, with a population of 125,000. 
It lies 300 miles south of Manila. The climate is ex- 
cellent, much better than that of Manila, the nights 
being delightfully cool. The people of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
are very proud of the Sixth. The other day the Cin- 
cinnati ‘‘Commercial Tribune” spoke of it as the “fav- 
orite Cincinnati regiment of Regulars.” Since reach- 
ing the Philippines, it points cut, nearly all the service of 
the Sixth has been performed on the island of Negroes,” 
which in its entire extent has been fought over and 
pacified by the 6th. The first election of native officials 
in any part of the Philippines was there undertaken 
and the first native government was installed under 
direction of this regiment. 

The firmness and military energy shown by Colonel 
Miner and his officers have borne fruit in Negros affairs; 
there was no trifling or fooling, but determination and 
directness. To-day there are more acres under ee 
tion than ever before, the people are busily “540,600 
and prosperous and the island government has 
in the treasury, with all debts paid, an ee terior 
state of affairs under the old regime. 

The Military Governor is contracting now for a 
great road to cross the whole island, thus opening ap 
the interior. A network of telegraphs has been es- 
tablished throughout Negros by the troops and various 
public improvements are to be undertaken at once. A 
body of native servants has been organized and officered 
by_ natives, and good reports have come of their work. 

Colonel Miner is quoted as expressing the hope that 
the old regiment may be sent back to Ft. Q 
that is, the denot battalion stationed there. 

“What a reception the old regiment would get if 
Uncle Sam ever sent it through the streets here again, 
as he did after San Juan Hill!” says the Cincinnati 
paper.

QUEER FILIPINO FINANCING. 


We spoke in our issue of Feb. 16 of the religious 
deception practiced on natives in Manila. The accounts 
in the Manila papers encourage the belief that the 
“deception” was largely a ruse to secure cogtributions 
without detection by the American authorities. A na- 
tive man and a woman, both black, hired a house and 
fitted it up elegantly, a stage being a feature of one 
room. On this stage the man, decked in robes of tinsel 
and silk, with a crown on his head and false whiskers 
on his face, received ignorant and superstitious natives, 
advised them on what they should do to oppose the 
American Government, called forth the words of saints 
by means of his ventriloquial powers, and collected 
revenue for the rebellion from the natives, who crawled 
before him on all fours. The woman played a dumb 
part as the Holy Virgin, albeit she was black as the 
ace of spades. ome of the visitors were ignorant and 
foolish, but some were wiser, though they recognized 
this medium for financing the rebellion, and all con- 
tributed money and property to the insurgent cause. 
Amounts from $10,000 to $50,000 were sent each month 
to the rebel lines, besides an enormous quantity of 
linen, tobacco and other supplies. Several important 
Filipinos in Manila subscribed large sums in money 
through these people. The two chief conspirators were 
aided by four native interpreters in the employ of the 
United ‘States Government, who supplied the informa- 
tion passing through their hands for the benefit of the 
insurrection. Captain Gaines and Lieutenant Gilles- 
pie, of Police Headquarters, worked on the case for 
weeks and finally bagged the whole party. The case 
was submitted to the Provost Marshal General. 

Among recent captures in Iloilo was that of the ex- 
Bishop De la Pena, a Filipino and a resident of Molo. 
In his possession were found orders on the Hongkong-

THE FRENCH NAVY. 

In an article on the “Increase of the French Navy” 
the “Engineer” says: “This question of war on com- 
merce has become quite a craze with amateur naval 
critics in France. The objection that such a war is 


prohibited by international convention, and that even 
supposing the French should violate these laws it would 
still be exceedingly dillicult, if not impossible, to destroy 
the commerce of a belligerent country, does not damp 
the ardor of these specialists in developing their pro-

Genera 
Mercier suggests that if France is edhe ny 2— 
to defend herself against overwhelming odds she should 
avail herself of the advantages of — * attacks 
by assaulting her powerful neighbor when she least ex- 
it. In this way, says the Nationalist Senator, 
ngland would be so utterly demoralized by the first 
blow that she would not recover J enough to carry 
war into the enemy's camp. ith 1,500 bonts they 
could carry 170,000 men, and ceppoeing th that 10,000 of 
this number were killed by the enemy’s cruisers, the 
landing force would still be big enough to have things 
their own way. In the construction of their battleships 
the French are consistently striving after a maximum 
of offense and defense—in other words, they are ready 
to sacrifice s and conl-carrying capacity up to a 
certain point in order to get the heaviest artillery nnd 
the thickest pn their policy being to carry artillery 
which will be superior to the defense of an opposing 
battleship, and have armor at the water-line of a thick- 
ness about equal to the calibre of the heaviest foreign 
guns. Having settled upon the weight, displacement 
and beam necessary to arrive at these results, they en- 
deavor to get the best speed they can without sacrificing, 
in too great a measure, the range of action. These con- 
siderations have induced the Government to fix upon 
their new type of 14,865-ton battleships as representing 
the maximum of efficiency both for attack and defense, 
while the speed is expected to reach a limit which ean- 
not be surpassed in such vessels without putting exces- 
sive work on the engines or consuming too much coal. 
Having regard to these qualities, the French naval ex- 
perts argue that. nnit for unit, the French battleship is 
superior to the British.”
